Judge Mildred R. Puckett, Up- 
land city judge, discussed juvenile 
delinquency at the Lions club 
meeting at noon yesterday in the 
Woman's club building. Express- 
ing the belief that Upland has 
fewer delinquent cases among its. 
youth than the average city of 
the same size throughout the 
country, she nevertheless pointed 
out that delinquency springs from 
so many factors that a city is 
never entirely free from it. 

In outlining the history of how 
juvenile problems have been Han- 
died in Exgland and the United 
States, Judge Puckett stated that 
-Judges, are learning that. human 
understanding and “kindness © are 
more important than technical 
knowledge in dealing with youths 
who, are brought into court. She 
cited several cases in which first 
offenders have been helped by the 
court through a sympathetic ‘han- 
dling of the problems. 

“The purpose of juvenile law in 
this country is for rehabilitation 
of the young offender, and never 
is he put into custody with a 
hardened criminal as he was a 
few years ago,” the speaker said. 
“The problem of juvenile delin- 
quency ig still primarily a prob- 
lem that the parent must face, 
and the training of parents to- 
ward helping solve the problem 
faces this country now.”

Cook 3 good-sized sweet 
potatoes in the jackets in 
salted water. Drain. Cool 
and peel.
